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Bob Kennedy 
Says He Can't 
Back Johnson 


Senator Reportedly Ready 
To Enter Western Primaries 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy says he 
could not support President 
Johnson for renomination, the 
New York Times reported to- 
day. 


A principal adviser to the 


New York senator said it was 
likely Kennedy would enter the 
Oregon and California primar- 
ies, according to the story by 
Tom Wicker, the Times' Wash- 
ington bureau chief. 


"Obviously, I can't support 


the President," Wicker quoted 
Kennedy as saying in an inter- 
view. The senator said he would 
decide within a few days wheth- 
er to become an active presi- 
dential candidate himself. 


The Times account continued: 


'Personal Decision' 


"The conversation with Mr. 


Kennedy left no doubt he had 
made a personal decision to -n- 
ter in some fashion the intrapar- 
ty struggle over the war in Viet- 
nam and other issues. This was 
the context in which he said, 
'Obviously, I can't support the 
President.'"

Kennedy suggested he would 


like to cooperate with Sen. Eu- 
gene J. McCarthy of Minnesota, 
who garnered a stunning 42 per 
cent of the vote in Tuesday's 
New Hampshire primary as 
against Johnson's 48 per cent.

chance than McCarthy "to .win 
the nomination, Kennedy re- 
plied he "wouldn't be consider- 
ing doing it" if he didn't think 
he "had something to contrib- 
ute."

May Not Run 


"It's entirely possible that he 


will announce he has reassessed 
the situation and decided not to 
make the race," said the in- 
formant, who asked not to be 
identified. 


"I, for one, don't think he can 


take the nomination from Presi- 
dent Johnson if Johnson decides 
he wants to stay in office." the 
adviser added. 


McCarthy, convinced Kennedy 


plans to join the Democratic 
presidential race soon, is mov- 
ing to head off the New York- 
er in the remaining preference 
primaries. 


"I think he will announce be- 


fore Monday," McCarthy told 
reporters Thursday, "unless the 
reaction is bad" to Kennedy's 
statement he is reassessing 
whether to challenge President 
Johnson.

50,000 U. $., S. Vietnamese 
Troops in Sweeping Operation 


SAIGON (AP) - At least 


50,000 U.S. and South Viet- 
namese troops are sweeping be- 
tween Saigon and the Cambo- 
dian border in the biggest oper- 
ation of the Vietnam war, the 
U.S. 
Command announced to- 


day. 


Elements of six divisions and 


two special task forces moved 
out Monday in an ambitious ma- 
neuver designed to regain the 
initiative seized by the Viet 
Cong with their countrywide as- 
sault on Jan. 30. 


The allied force has killed 215 


enemy soldiers, seized 22 sus- 
pects and uncovered three huge 
arms caches, spokesmen said. 


U.S. losses were reported as 


11 killed and 94 wounded, while 
the Vietnamese Command said 
its troops had suffered light cas- 
ualties. 


The vast operation—named 


EJuyet Thang, or Resolved to 
Win—is anchored in Saigon and 
extends in a semicircle through 
five provinces north, west and 
south of the capital. 


Fifty allied battalions have 


been committed plus support 
troops and national police unite. 


It is the first significant oper- 


ation uncorked by Gen. William 
C. Westmoreland, the 
com- 


mander of U.S. forces in South 
Vietnam, since Viet Cong forces 
invaded Saigon Jan. 31 and 
turned the city into a battlefield. 


While the first goal of the op- 


eration is to destroy enemy 
units that continue harassing 
attacks around Saigon, a second 
aim is to restore sense of se- 
curity and • confidence among 
the shaken civilian population, 
officials said. 


For the first time in the war, 


sections of Saigon were included

Senate OKs 
25 Per Cent 
Cover Lift 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate has sent to President 
Johnson a bill to lift the 25 per 
cent gold cover on U.S. curren- 
cy and free America's gold re- 
serves for use as ammunition in 
the international financial cri- 
sis. 


Before the .Senate's late- 


evening 39-37 vote sent the 
House-passed measure to the 
White House, the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee approved an 
excise tax bill viewed by the ad- 
ministration as another key eco- 
nomic weapon. 


The bill would retain excise 


tax rates on telephones and au- 
tomobiles at current levels rath- 
er than letting them drop sharp- 
ly. It is aimed a't fighting infla- 
tion and reducing the federal 
budget deficit. Senate 
action 


on the gold cover bill came as. 
the London gold market—target 
for a massive wave of specula- 
tive buying—closed down today 
at the suggestion of the United 
States. 


Concrete Evidence 


The administration had called 


for passage of the gold cover 
bill to provide concrete evidence 
of U.S. determination to main- 
tain the price of gold at $35 an 
ounce. The bill would free the 
entire U.S. gold stock—now 
about $11.4 billion—to meet in- 
ternational commitments.

During debate on the gold cov- 


er bill, Republicans promised 
that the Senate soon will get a

nance Committee defeated 9 to 8 
a proposal to boost income tax- 
es 10 per cent and to cut federal 
spending $8 billion in the year 
ahead.

reoffer the proposal in the Sen- 
ate debate. 


High administration officials, 


at a Finance Committee hearing 
earlier in the day, refused to 
support the spending ceiling. 
They said it was the wrong way 
to go about cutting federal ex- 
penditures.

States. Wild speculation in Hong 
Kong sent the price to $40.47 
while the London gold market 
suspended operations under gov- 
ernment decree. 


France refused to go along 


with other major European gold 
dealing nations in action to 
dampen buying. Normally, the 
Bank of France intervenes to 
keep the price just above the $35 
figure. But today, because the 
market did not receive fresh 
suppplies from the seven-nation 
gold pool in London, the Paris 
price was allowed to find its 
own level in accordance with 
local supply and demand. 


Major Role 


However, the Bank of France 


| played a major role. It allowed 


he price for one kilogram—2.2 
rounds—to rise to an unprece- 
dented 7,000 francs or $1.400 
rom the outset of dealing in a 
rid to hold down demand.

Questions and Answers on the Gold Crisis 


What happens to your 


pay check if the price of 
gold is increased? Will a 
car cost you more money? 


These are some of the 


questions people ask when 
the talk and the headlines 
, turn to the international 


gold situation. Economists 
interviewed by The Associ- 
ated Press provided these 
answers to some of the most 
common questions: ' 


Q—How would a man in the 


street be affected by an in- 
crease in the price of gold from 
the present rate of $35 an ounce. 


A—An increase would mean 


that the United States had de- 
valued the dollar. At home, pay 
checks, bank accounts, the costs 
of domestic products, and real 
estate would show no change. 
The dollar would buy less gold 
but it would continue to pur- 
chase the same amount of goods 
—housing, cars—as it did prior 
to devaluation. However, im- 
ported goods might cost more. 


Q—Would 
anyone 
benefit 


immediately from a gold price 
increase? 


A—Hoarders and speculators 


in foreign countries would reap 
the immediate profits if they 
had bought gold for 
$35 an 


ounce and sold it at say, $70. 
Some economists say doubling 
the price would end speculative 
attacks on the dollar since 
hoarders and speculators pre- 
sumably would get rid of their 
gold at the higher price. 


Q—Could there be detrimental 


effects? 


A—Some economists foresee a 


breakdown in world trade and 
commerce, 
which has been 


pegged to gold being worth $35 
an ounce. If world trade slumps, 
jobs would dwindle. Over the 
long run an inflationary trend 
would develop. 


Q—Why is the price of gold 


held at $35 an ounce? 


A—This is the price at which 


the United States has guaran- 
teed since 1934 to buy and sell 
gold. It's the keystone of inter- 
national finance. 


Q—Why a price increase for 


gold? 


A—Some argue a higher price 


for gold would restore confi- 
dence in the dollar and produce 
economic expansion. It would 
discourage boarding and pro- 
mote gold production, some say. 


Boosting the price 
requires 


congressional action. 


Q—Where would a price in- 


crease in'gold be felt first? 


A—In the field of international 


trade and commerce, a field re- 
mote from many people. 


Q—What can a person do to 


protect himself in these uncer- 
tain monetary times? 


A—"Probably the best thing 


to do would be to sit still," said 
one 
economist. Some have 


sought refuge in gold mining 
stocks, which have increased in 
price recently. But this is a per- 
sonal investment judgment. Ad- 
vocates of a tax hike say the 
best way to help would be to 
write Congress urging the tax 
bill passage. 


Q—Would a tax increase stem 


the gold flow abroad? 


A—-It would tend to take the 


steam out of inflationary pres- 
sures. It would reduce purchas- 
ing power and dampen what 
economists call an inflationary 
psychology. 
People 
expect 


prices to go up, so they ask for 
higher wages, say economists. 
A tax increase long has been re- 
cognized in other countries as a 
traditional, orthodox fiscal step 


by countries with balance of 
payments deficits. These coun- 
tries, one banker said, "would 
say the United States is taking 
the right kind of medicine. It 
would dampen gold speculation 
and restore confidence in the 
dollar." 


Q—What touched off the cur- 


rent gold stampede? 


A—Britain's 
devaluation of 


the pound last Nov. 18 sent 
tremors through the internation- 
al monetary world. Faith in pa- 
per currencies, including the 
keystone 
dollar, 
suffered 
a 


blow. Hoarders see gold as a ha- 
ven 
from 
paper 
currencies, 


especially in nations where de- 
valuation has 
occurred fre- 


quently. Speculators have been 
betting on a rise in the gold price 
and gobbling up large amounts 
of gold. And in France the gov- 
ernmental love 
of 
gold 
is 


unquestioned. 


Q—Who are these hoarders 


and speculators? 


A—Their i d e n t i t i e s are 


cloaked in mystery. But likely 
the largest single hoard is in the 
oil-rich Arab states. In other 
countries, such as India, gold is 
the traditional form of savings, 
even for dowries. In. other Euro- 


pean countries, wracked by war 
twice in the same generation, 
businessmen feel safer with 
some gold as a hedge. 


Q—Why 
does 
the 
United 


States keep losing gold? 


A—Since World War II, the 


United States has spent or sent 
abroad more dollars than for- 
eigners have spent in this coun- 
try—creating a balance of pay- 
ments deficit. The Vietnam war 
has aggravated this deficit. For- 
eigners, banking on the U.S. 
pledge to redeem dollars for 
gold, have cashed in their dol- 
lars. The deficit has caused gold 
to flow out of the country to pay 
debts to nations. An additional 
amount of gold is lost through 
the United States' 59 per cent 
share of gold used in the seven- 
nation London gold pool, de- 
signed to stabilize the gold price 
at $35. 


Q—How much gold does the 


United States now have? 


A—The regular Treasury gold 


stock is about $11.4 billion, low- 
est since 1936. 


Q—How much gold have we 


lost recently? 


A—Since Britain devalued the 


pound last year, the gold stock 
has dropped $1.475 billion.

For the United States, the dis- 


count rate is now at its highest 
level since the days which 
preceded the 1929 stock market 
crash when the rate hit 6 per 
cent. It reached its highest level 
—7 per cent—in 1920-21. 


This is the charge commercial 


banks must pay for money they 
borrow from, the Federal Re- 
serve System.

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Democratic Campaigning Confusing 


A decision at this point by Senator 


Robert Kennedy to enter the competition 
for the Democratic nomination for the 
presidency would certainly add a puzzling 
twist to the campaign. And his announce- 
ment that he was reassessing his position in 
view of results from the New Hampshire 
primary must be taken as forecasting such 
a decision, .else he would have maintained 
his silence. 


The one and only Democrat with 


enough fortitude to test the voters' current 
mood in the early primaries was Senator 
McCarthy of Minnesota. And Senator 
Kennedy gave Mm no encouragement in 
that endeavor. It would be political irony of 
the highest order if Kennedy would now 


enter the fray on McCarthy's coattails, so to 
speak. 


Two prominent Democratic senators 


stomping the country in opposition to the 
President's Vietnam policies is a bit hard to 
imagine at this point, and the effect on the 
voters most difficult to assess. It could 
bring more of the latent opposition to the 
President out in the open, or it could badly 
confuse the issue. If both McCarthy and 
Kennedy campaigned on the dove issue, 
how would their positions differ? McCarthy 
has said all along he volunteered as a 
sacrificial lamb to give Democratic voters a 
choice. But suppose they now would have 
three choices. 


All of a sudden the campaigning on the 


Republican side appears to be crystal clear 
in comparison with the opposition. 


The ABA Does Nof Make Law 


A federal district judge in Wilmington, 


Del., put it briefly and pointedly last week 
when he said that "The Reardon Report is 
not law." He was referring to the report, 
adopted by the American Bar Association 
last month, which would restrict informa- 
tion to the public about crimes and alleged 
criminals and about information concern- 
ing court procedures in criminal cases 
prior to actual trials. The Reardon Report 
is so-called because Justice Paul Reardon of 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court was 
chairman of the ABA committee which 
drafted it.

In the Wilmington case, defense counsel 


moved to exclude a reporter from a 
Wilmington newspaper from a pretrial 
hearing. This move was based on the 
Reardon Report, which states: 


"It is recommended that the following 


rule be adopted in each jurisdiction by the 
appropriate court: 


"In any preliminary bearing, bail hear- 


ing, or other pre-trial hearing in a criminal 
case, including a motion to suppress 
evidence, the defendant may move that all 
or part of the hearing be held in chambers 
or otherwise closed to the public, including 
representatives of the press, on the ground 
that dissemination of evidence or argument 
adduced at the hearing may disclose 
matters 
that will be inadmissible in 


evidence at the trial and is therefore likely 
to interfere with his right to a fair trial by 
an impartial jury. The' motion shall be 
granted unless the presiding officer deter- 
mines that there is no substantial likelihood 
of such interference." 


The U.S. Judicial Conference Feb. 28 


took a different stand when it recommend- 
ed that all federal courts adopt rules 
regulating what lawyers may say publicly 
about criminal cases. The conference, a 
prestigious group including judges of all 
federal district courts and others from 
special courts, had this to say about direct 
curbs on the press and public such as the 
ABA would like to impose: 


"The Committee (Conference) does not 


presently recommend any direct curb or 
restraint on publication by the press of 
potentially prejudicial material. Such a 
curb, it feels, is both unwise'as a matter of 
policy and poses serious constitutional 
problems. 


"The Supreme Court has not definitely 


decided whether the courts by the use of 
the' power to punish for contempt, or by 
other direct measures, may control news 
media to the extent of requiring them to 
refrain from publishing prejudicial infor- 
mation not brought out in court, or from 
making prejudicial comments, whether in 
editorial or news reports. ... In this 
connection it should be pointed out that the 
problem of prejudicial editorial comment 
still remains and will not be directly 
affected by the proposed restraints on the 
release of information by attorneys and 
courthouse personnel. It is hoped that this 
problem will be solved by self-restraint on 
the part of the news media, so that the 
courts will not have to consider the 
imposition of direct controls." 


This is a quite different approach from 


that of the ABA. As Judge Caleb M. 
Wright, senior judge of the federal court 
in Wilmington, said in refusing the motion 
to close to the public the pre-trial hearing, 
"The Reardon Report is not law." 


He added: 
"I don't see how. in any way, the 


presence of a reporter in my courtroom 
would interfere with the application of 
justice. If there is something in a case that 
I think ought not to be reported, then the 
reporters always have managed to do what 
I wanted them to do."

We hope that other judges will follow 


Judge Wright's example. The ABA, in 
approving the Reardon Report, made the 
broad assumption unsupported by any body 
of clear evidence that the press should be 
shackled in its reporting to the public of 
crime and court news to protect the right 
of defendants,in criminal cases, to a fair 
trial. No responsible newspaper is any less 
interested in this constitutional right than 
the ABA, which assumed a legislative 
authority it does not have and cannot 
enforce, as Judge Wright indicated. 


The Reardon Report is ill-conceived: its 


danger is in the fact that some courts and 
some law enforcement agencies may give it 
the force of law to the detriment of citizens 
who should know what their police- and 
courts are doing and. possibly, to the 
detriment of the very defendants whom the 
ABA thinks it is protecting. 


Hard to Narrow This Gap 
' 
The United Nations Conference on 


Trade and Development is meeting in New 
Delhi and is supposed to be probing ways of 
narrowing the growing gap between the 
rich and the poor nations. But the passions 
of politics are making headway difficult. 


So far, representatives of more than 100 


of the 132 participating nations have at one 
time or another walked out of the 
conference. South Africa and its apartheid 
policies have caused the most trouble and 
the representatives of an other African, 
all Asian and most Latin American coun- 
tries boycotted the South African spokes- 
man. India compounded the insult by 
serving free tea and cakes to delsgates who 
left the hall. 


The Soviet Union protests the represen- 


tation of South Korea. South Vietnam and 
Nationalist China and the refusals to 
recognize East Germany and North Korea. 


Cuba usually uses every opportunity to 
demand the admission of Peking although 
at one time it also denounced the Philip- 
pine representative because he spoke in 
English instead of Tagalog. This prompted 
the Israeli delegate to reply in Spanish and 
the Syrian delegate, who usually stomped 
out when the Israeli rose to his feet was so 
confused he remained in his seat This 
angered the other Arabian delegates who 
apparently understood Spanish. 


Western delegates in general have 


remained in their seats and emphasized 
that a legal ruling states that the confer- 
ence has no right to exclude any United 
Nation member nation. But new nations, 
with their nationalist drives and their 
feelings of insecurity, must stress political 
points of view in order to maintain self- 
respect. 


The economic gaps are wide and so are 


the political ones.

Strictly Personal 
Balance of Warfare 
Completely Destroyed

With the development of 


nuclear power, a new and 
exponential factor has entered 
modern warfare. The change 
is not merely one of size, but 
of quality. Will governments 
and publics, however, recog- 
nize this change in time to 
avoid acting on the old as- 
sumptions?

The oldest of old assump- 


tions is that offense and de- 
fense are nearly equal, given 
approximately equal forces on 
each side. This is why the 
?eige of Troy took 10 years; 
why even the two world wars 
of the 20th Century took four 
and more years each. 


In the intervening three mil- 


lennia between Troy and To- 
bruk. l i t t l e had basically 
changed 
in the traditional 


equilibrium of warfare. For 
even7 new weapon, a new 
defense; thrust and parry, like 
a duel between swordsmen: 
and the stronger vanquished 
the weaker. Thus had it ever 
been. 


This is the classical concept 


of warfare, but it no longer 
obtains. Nuclear power is an 
"exponential factor'' because 
now no defense can hope to 
keep pace with the power of 
the strategic offense. Never 
before in history has this been 
true, to the utter frustration of 
statesmen and military lead- 
ers who are aware of the 
present state of affairs. 


What this means, in deadly 


practical terms, is that we are 
far ''stronger" than the Rus- 
sians — we can kill each one 
of them 18 times over, while 
the> can kill each of us only 
four times over. But since 


neither country can effectively 
prevent this "overkill," the 
terms "stronger" .and "weak- 
er"' are meaningless and mis- 
leading. ' 


There is today no realistic 


sense in which a "ballistic 
defense system" can hope to 
protect cities from attack, and 
little belief in scientific circles 
that such a system can be 
devised in the future. Thus, 
for the first time in history, 
offense has sharply outrun 
defense; and resistance is no 
longer possible -i only retali- 
ation. 
! 


We now face .the final irony 


of nuclear power: It has made 
the nations possessing it so 
powerful that they are unable 
to use it. for .there is no 
defense against Sts 
counter- 


use. The balance of warfare 
has been completely destroy- 
ed, and the future of the world 
is now controlled by accident, 
lunacy, or a technical error, 


( Thus, also, "winning" and 
"losing" have become mean- 
ingless terms on a global 
scale. In a rational society, 
this would lead to a strength- 
ening of the UN and 
the 


creation of even more substen- 
t i a 1 peace-making establish- 
ments. But we are not a 
rational society, and we keep 
brandishing the 
same old 


threats, oblivious that the new 
weapons we hold are pointed 
at our own addled heads.

McCarthy Gains Backers, LBJ Losing 


Support and Kennedy Appears in Offing

WASHINGTON - The dimen- 


sions of the defeat suffered by 
President J o h n s o n in New 
Hampshire can easily be mea- 
sured by the immediate and 
intense reaction of Democratic

tant primary states: Wisconsin 
and California. 


In Wisconsin, important Dem- 


ocrats who had never seriously 
considered Sen. Eugene Mc- 
Carthy's challenge against Mr. 
Johnson in the April 2 primary 
now view McCarthy as a favor- 
ite. They are reconsidering their 
own positions. One important 
result of this is that McCarthy 
will get a wholly unsolicited 
boost within the next few days 
when a key Wisconsin Demo- 
crat, previously pro-LBJ and 
pro-war, a n n o u n c e s forMc- 
, Carthy and against Vietnam. 


I n California, hard-pressed 


LBJ loyalists were thrown into 
immediate despair. In the early 
hours W e d n e s d a y morning, 
when the returns were in, a 
leading Johnson supporter tele- 
phoned the White House to warn 
that California would definitely 
be lost to McCarthy, unless 
Washington takes drastic action 
to get the Johnson campaign 
moving.

West Africa. 


They have trained 6,000 Afri- 


cans to help them. 


And the National Communica- 


ble Disease Center—where the 
campaign is being mapped— 
says smallpox in the region will 
be eradicated by 1975. 


Dr. Donald Millar, a 34-year- 


old medical doctor from New- 
port News, Va., heads the pro- 
gram which has been under way 
for little more than a year. 


Why is the United States 


spending $7 million a year to try 
to wipe out smallpox,in Africa? 


Protect U.S. 


Millar says there is a selfish 


reason, in one respect, in that 
the United States has not had a 
single case of smallpox since 
1949, and it doesn't want any. 


The African nations involved 


hi the inoculation program are 
among-three areas of the world 
considered principal sources of 
the disease. The others are In- 
dia and portions of the Far 
East. 


The smallpox program has 


been conducted on a regional 
basis among the 19 countries 
with the help of the United 
States.

Cameroon, Central African Re- 
public, Chad, Congo (Brazza- 
ville), Dahomey, Gabon, Gam- 
bia, Ghana, Ivory Coast, Mali,

6,000 lives a year in the region. 
Its victims are said to be cursed 
by evil spirits and are banished 
from the'ir villages and left in 
the bush to die in shame.

Dahomey, there are tribes that 
worship smallpox. They have a 
smallpox goddess known by sev- 
eral names, such as Sorponna 
or Shopona. 


Millar, who travels to Africa

—People in this region natur- 


ally resist vaccination. 


—There is a tendency to hide 


outbreaks of smallpox, making 
it difficult to determine where 
to send the medical teams. 


—And it results in propaga-

The result can be sufficient to

whether a child, at birth, is a 
boy or girl. Curious as mis may 
sound to you, it has happened 
repeatedly. A child, basically 
male, is brought up as a girl, or 
the other way round. 


Such a child grows up con- 


fused and unhappy, feeling as 
though something is wrong but 
not knowing exactly what. Psy- 
chologically such children tend 
to reflect their true sex. A child 
basically feminine, but reared 
as a male, would have feminine 
attributes.

is not a matter of "changing a 
male to female," but rather 
correcting the anatomical mix-

Then discard 
two hearts on dummy's top 
clubs. 


Now you can safely 
ruff 


dummy's low 
heart. Draw 


West's last trump by leading to 
dummy's ace of trumps and 
discard two diamonds on dum- 
my's king and queen of hearts. 
Now you can lead a diamond 
from dummy to finesse with the 
ten.

Products Co-operative (PMPC) 
has asked Agriculture Secretary 
Orville L. Freeman to take dual 
action to raise the price that 
producers receive for their 
milk. 


In a letter to Freeman, PMPC 


General Manager William C. 
Eckles asked that dairymen 
who produce for the manufac- 
tured market should not be 
overlooked at a time when the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
is considering p r o p o s a l s t o 
maintain or increase the price 
of Class I milk in all federal 
orders. 


Eckles pointed out that "man- 


ufactured milk producers have 
suffered even greater cost-price 
squeezes than have Grade A 
milk producers." PMPC has 
requested that the secretary 
"take immediate action to raise 
the dairy price support level to 
the maximum of 90 per cent 
parity as permitted under the 
law." 


The current support price is 


$4 per cv/t. The secretary is 
required by law to announce the 
support price for the coming 
crop year before April 1. An 
increase to 90 per cent of parity 
equivalent f o r manufactured 
milk would amount to a hike of 
25 cents per cwt., Eckles said. 


Eckles said that while milk 


eligible for the fluid market has 
increased in value over the past 
year from $5.06 to $5.21 per 
cwt., the price of manufactured 
milk, according to government 
sources, has actually dropped 
from $4.12 tc $4.11.

11 killed and 94 wounded, while 
ihe Vietnamese Command said 
its troops had suffered light cas- 
ualties. 


The vast

Juyet Thang, or Resolved to 
Win—is anchored in Saigon and 
extends in a semicircle through 
ive provinces north, west and 
south of the capital. 


Fifty allied battalions have 


aeen committed plus support 
troops and national police units. 


It is the first significant oper- 


ation uncorked by Gen. William 


Westmoreland, 
the 
com- 


mander of U.S. forces in South 
Vietnam, since Viet Cong forces 
invaded Saigon Jan. 31 and 
turned the city into a battlefield.

tomobiles at current levels rath- 
er than letting them drop sharp- 
ly. It is aimed at fighting infla- 
tion and reducing the federal 
budget deficit. Senate action 
on the gold cover bill came as 
the London gold market—target 
For a massive wave of specuia- 
ive buying—closed down today 
at the suggestion of the United 
States.

France Refuses 
To Halt Operations

PARIS (AP) - The price of 


gold reached $44.36 an ounce on 
the Paris market today, more 
than $9 abave the $35 price 
guaranteed by the U n i t e d 
States. Wild speculation in Hong 
Kong sent the price to $40.47 
while the London gold market 
suspended operations under gov- 
ernment decree. 


France refused to go along 


with other major European gold 
dealing nations in action to 
dampen buying. Normally, the 
Bank of France intervenes to 
keep the price just above the $35 
figure. But today, because the 
market did not receive fresh 
suppplies from the seven-nation 
gold pool in London, the Paris 
price was allowed to find its 
own level in accordance with 
local supply and demand. 


Major Role 


However, the Bank of France 


played a major role. It allowed 
the price for one kilogram—2.2 
pounds—to rise to an unprece- 
dented 7,000 francs or $1,400 
from the outset of dealing in a 
bid to hold down demand.

$43.86 million compared with 
$52.6 million Thursday. Thirty 
tons of fine gold, 
excluding 


coins, changed hands, compared 
with 45 tons Thursday.

Questions and Answers on the Gold Crisis

What happens to your 


pay check if the price of 
gold is increased? Will a 
car cost you more money? 


These are some of the 


questions people ask when 
the talk and the headlines 
turn to the international 
gold situation. Economists 
interviewed by The Associ- 
ated Press provided these 
answers to some of the most 
common questions: 
• 


Q—How would a man in the 


street be affected by an in- 
crease in the price of gold from 
the present rate of $35 an ounce. 


A—An increase would mean 


that the United States had de- 
valued the dollar. At home, pay 
checks, bank accounts, the costs 
of domestic products, and real 
estate would show no change. 
The dollar would buy less gold 
but it would continue to pur- 
chase the same amount of goods 
—housing, cars—as it did prior 
to devaluation. However, im- 
ported goods might cost more. 


Q—Would 
anyone 
benefit 


immediately from a gold price 
increase? 


A—Hoarders and speculators 


in foreign countries would reap 
the immediate profits if they 
had bought gold for 
$35 an 


ounce and sold it at say, $70. 
Some economists say doubling 
the price would end speculative 
attacks on the dollar since 
hoarders and speculators pre- 
sumably would get rid of their 
gold at the higher price. 


Q—Could there be detrimental 


effects? 


A—Some economists foresee a 


breakdown in world trade and 
commerce, 
which 
has 
been 


pegged to gold being worth $35 
an ounce. If world trade slumps, 
jobs would dwindle. Over the 
long run an inflationary trend 
would develop. 


Q—Why is the price of gold 


held at $35 an ounce? 


A—This is the price at which 


the United States has guaran- 
teed since 1934 to buy and sell 
gold. It's the keystone of inter- 
national finance. 


Q—Why a price increase for 


gold? 


A—Some argue a higher price 


for gold would restore confi- 
dence in the dollar and produce 
economic expansion. It would 
discourage hoarding and pro- 
mote gold production, some say. 


Boosting 
the 
price requires 


congressional action. 


Q—Where would a price in- 


crease in gold be felt first? 


A—In the field of international 


trade and commerce, a field re- 
mote from many people. 


Q—What can a person do to 


protect himself in these uncer- 
tain monetary times? 


A—"Probably the best thing 


to do would be to sit still," said 
one 
economist. Some have 


sought refuge in gold mining 
stocks, which have increased in 
price recently. But this is a per- 
sonal investment judgment. Ad- 
vocates of a tax hike say the 
best way to help would be to 
write Congress urging the tax 
bill passage. 


Q—Would a tax increase stem 


the gold flow abroad? 


A—It would tend to take the 


steam out of inflationary pres- 
sures. It would reduce purchas- 
ing power and dampen what 
economists call an inflationary 
psychology. 
People 
expect 


prices to go up, so they ask for 
higher wages, say economists. 
A tax increase long has been re- 
cognized in other countries as a 
traditional, orthodox fiscal, step 


by countries with balance of 
payments .deficits. These coun- 
tries, one banker said, "would 
say the United States is taking 
the right kind of medicine. It 
would dampen gold speculation 
and restore confidence in the 
dollar." 


Q—What touched off the cur- 


rent gold stampede? 


A—Britain's 
devaluation 
of 


the pound last Nov. 18 sent 
tremors through the internation- 
al monetary world. Faith in pa- 
per currencies, including the 
keystone 
dollar, 
suffered 
a 


blow. Hoarders see gold as a ha- 
ven 
from 
paper 
currencies, 


especially in nations where de- 
valuation 
has 
occurred 
fre- 


quently. Speculators have been 
betting on a rise in the gold price 
and gobbling up large amounts 
of gold. And in France the gov- 
ernmental love 
of 
gold 
is 


unquestioned. 


Q—Who are these hoarders 


and speculators? 


A—Their i d e n t i t i e s are 


cloaked in mystery. But likely 
the largest single hoard is in the 
oil-rich Arab states. In other 
countries, such as India, gold is 
the traditional form of savings, 
even for dowries. In other Euro- 


pean countries, wracked by war 
twice in the same generation, 
businessmen 
feel 
safer with 


some gold as a hedge. 


Q—Why 
does 
the 
United 


States keep losing gold? 


A—Since World War II, the 


United States has spent or sent 
abroad more dollars than for- 
eigners have spent in this coun- 
try—creating a balance of pay- 
ments deficit. The Vietnam war 
has aggravated this deficit. For- 
eigners, banking on the U.S. 
pledge to' redeem dollars for 
gold, have cashed in their dol- 
lars. The deficit has caused gold 
to flow out of the country to pay 
debts to nations. An additional 
amount of gold is lost through 
the United States' 59 per cent 
share of gold used in the seven- 
nation London gold pool, de- 
signed to stabilize the gold price 
at $35. 


Q—How much gold does the 


United States now have? 


A—The regular Treasury gold 


stock is about $11.4 billion, low- 
est since 1936. 


Q—How much gold have we 


lost recently? 


A—Since Britain devalued the 


pound last year,' the gold stock 
has dropped $1-475 billion.

• The Senate backed up this

congressional action, 39 to 37, on 
a bill to remove the 25 per cent 
gold backing for paper money, 
thus freeing the nation's entire 
gold stock of $11.4 billion to 
back the dollar overseas. 


In London, Queen Elizabeth 


proclaimed a special bank holi- 
day for today. The London stock 
market was closed and Canada 
raised its discount rate from 7 
per cent to 7.5 per cent effective 
today. 


For the United States, the dis- 


count rate is now at its highest 
level since the days 
which 


preceded the 1929 stock market 
crash when the rate hit 6 per 
cent. It reached its highest level 
—7 per cent—in 1920-21. 


This is the charge commercial 


banks must pay for money they 
borrow from the Federal Re- 
serve System.
